Yamamoto et al discloses a constant velocity joint (9) having an input 
shaft provided at a side closer to a ring gear of a differential (4) (shaft 8 extending from 
joint 7 which is connected to the differential 4 which means that 8 is closer to a ring gear

which are well known in the art to be used in differentials), a first power transmission 
member (15) provided at a side farther from the ring gear and connected to the input 
shaft via the velocity joint (9), an end of the transmission member has an inner surface 
(via 17) defining an internal cavity (see Figure 2) that opens towards the input shaft, an 
outer race (1 1 ) of the joint formed at the inner surface and an inner race (1 0) of the joint 
formed at a surface of the input shaft. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 11-14 and 17 are allowed.
